W hat Is a Sweepstakes? 


HEN the National Association of State Rac- 

ing Commissioners was organized, some of 

its members immediately bethought themselves 
that it would be a good thing to draw up a model 
set of rules of racing which might be adopted 
uniformly over the country. The plan has now 
been definitely dropped, for every racing commis- 
sion in the country has given evidence that it 
would rather play by its own rules than by the 
regulations prescribed by others. However, it 
does not seem unreasonable that the various rac- 
ing commissions should be expected to agree upon 
the definitions of the words which they must use 
in writing their rules. They do not agree now 
upon the definition of sweepstakes, or stakes. The 
Jockey Club’s Rules of Racing defines the term: 
A “Sweepstakes” is a race in which stakes are to be 
make by the owners of the horses engaged, and it is 
still a sweepstakes when money or other prize is added. 
The same authority defines an overnight race: 
An “Overnight Race” is one for which the entries 
close seventy-two hours (exclusive of Sundays), or less, 


before the time set for the first race of the day on 
which such race is to be run. 


There is nothing in the rules of The Jockey 
Club to indicate that an overnight race could not 
also be a stakes race, except by implication. For 
what other reason is a definition given the term 
overnight race except to distinguish it from a 
sweepstakes? California’s racing rules provide: 

A Stake Race is one where owners of horses entered 
or engaged for the race contribute to a purse for 
which money or any other prize may be added. No 
overnight race shall be deemed a stake race. 

An Overnight Race is a race for which entries close 
(or, if a handicap, when acceptances are made) on the 
day preceding the race. 

The essential difference between the California 
and New York rules is in regard to the time of 
closing entries. A stakes race in New York must 
be closed at least four days before the running; 
in California, at least two days before. The Cali- 
fornia rule provides that a handicap is an over- 
night race, and therefore not a sweepstakes, if 
acceptance of the weights is made the day before 
the race. Now, according to the conditions of 
nearly all handicaps there is no acceptance of the

weights until the horse is entered through the 
entry box the day before the race. So the rule 
does not mean what it says, but means simply to 
designate as overnight races those handicaps for 
which no entry fee has been paid prior to accept- 
ance of the weights. Or does it? 


On September 24 at the Pomona Fair meeting 
in California the Los Angeles County Fair Han- 
dicap was run. Conditions provided that entries 
be made Thursday, September 22, weights an- 
nounced Friday, “and acceptance through the 
entry box the day before the race by the usual 
time of closing.”” By this phraseology the race 
definitely becomes an overnight event, and there- 
fore not a sweepstakes. But actually the race is 
run under conditions which qualify it to be called 
a sweepstakes just as definitely as the Santa 
Anita Handicap is a sweepstakes. That is, the 
weights for the Santa Anita Handicap are ac- 
tually accepted the day before the race when the 
horses are entered through the entry box. Where 
are we? 

Roughly, there are two schools of thought on 
the definition of sweepstakes and overnight races. 
Siding with The Jockey Club are Arkansas, Dela- 
ware, Illinois, Maryland, Michigan, Washingtcn. 
With California, which took its rule from the 
Kentucky book, are Florida, Kentucky, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire, Ohio, Rhode Island, 
West Virginia. The Incorporated Canadian Rac- 
ing Associations’ book of rules is quite clear. 
It provides that an overnight race cannot be a 
sweepstakes, then sets the 72-hour limit in its 
definition of an overnight race. 

If we could have a little getting-together on 
this subject racing secretaries and racing pubji- 
cations might have a great deal less trouble in 
deciding what constitutes a sweepstakes. Our 
own preference is for a rule which would define 
a sweepstakes as a race in which stakes are to 
be made for each horse engaged and which closes 
at least 72 hours before the first race of the day 
on which said sweepstakes is to be run. But at 
least let’s have a rule whose meaning is unmis- 
takable. 
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A Trainers Diary 
By Venture All 


Training Expenses 


F you are planning to own one or more race 

horses and to race them, the simplest way to 
handle their training is to put them under the 
care and charge of some well known, honorable, 
capable, trainer. But be sure that the trainer 
selected has all the attributes enumerated, other- 
wise you may be a sadder and a wiser owner a 
few months later. It has always been a source 
of wonder to me that frequently a newcomer to 
racing selects as trainer one with whom he 
would not think of entering any other business 
relationship. The horse business, like all other 
businesses, has its dependables and its scalawags, 
and it is amazing how often the newcomers turn 
up with the scalawags as their first trainers. 
As a result, many of these valuable recruits to 
racing are soon disillusioned and disgusted with 
racing, and are lost, as they swallow their losses 
and disappointment and slip quietly out without 
any explanations. So if you are intending to 
employ a trainer, I ask you to please make a 
thorough investigation of the man before you 
employ him as trainer. 

Trainers charge usually from $5 to $12 a day 
for the keep and training of a Thoroughbred, 
and also receive 10 per cent (sometimes more) 
of the gross winnings of the horses trained by 
them. They also usually receive 10 per cent of 
the sale price of any horses sold or sold by claim. 
The owner pays in addition all veterinary bills, 
shipping bills, shoeing bills, and for any special 
medicines or foods ordered for a given horse. 
The owner also pays all jockey fees, and extra 
stakes to riders, grooms, and exercise boys. It 
is customary in most stables to give the rider 
of a winner a stake of $20 to $100 for an ordi- 
nary race, and in the case of stakes won, 10 
per cent of the net value to the winner. It is 
also customary and rather important always to 
give the groom at least a $10 stake for each win 
of a horse he rubs, and the same to the exercise 
boy, provided he is not also the rider of the 
horse in the race. Some vely generous owners 
give all the hostlers and exercise boys in the 
barn a stake with every win the stable has. This 
is very nice, where it can be afforded, and makes 
the men value their jobs accordingly. Then 
there are the costs of nominating horses to 
stakes, and cost of starting in stakes, not to 
mention insurance premiums (if you have them 
insured), all of which costs are borne by the 
owner. The trainer will keep all these costs 
carefully and render you an itemized statement 
at the close of each month, and be sure you re- 
mit a check promptly, as he probably will be 
badly in need of money to meet the statements 
which have been presented to him by the feed- 
man, druggist, harness maker, track kitchen, 
wood-man, van-man, plater, veterinarian, etc. 

Another plan of training is employed by some 
of the largest stables which like to have things 
to suit their particular taste, and which do not 
mind expense. This is to employ a good trainer 
at a generous salary and commission, and have 
him keep all the expenses and costs of every

kind and turn them in to the owner at the end 
of the month. The owner pays for everything 
himself, or he furnishes his trainer with a bank 
account in his own name on which he can draw 
for the expenses of the stable. The trainer ren- 
ders an accounting monthly. Trainers of this 
kind earn from $500 a month up to probably 
$25,000 a year, depending on how many horses 
they have to handle and the generosity of their 
employers. Such trainers usually earn all they 
make, as their responsibilities are great and 
their work never done. 

Now, if you are planning a modest stable for 
yourself, and intend to train them yourself, your 
set-up will be something like this. First, you 
will have to buy a lot of equipment that goes 
with every stable, no matter how small, such as 
buckets, tubs, brushes, screens, tack of all the 
needed kinds, and horse clothes. In a subse- 
quent article I plan to list the equipment needed 
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by most stables, as well as the medicines that 
must be on your shelf. The cost of this initial 
outlay will depend largely on how many horses 
you intend to train, of course. Small articles are 
cheap, but there are many of them, and when 
you start buying saddles and bridles and horse 
blankets, the cost will mount by leaps. 

Usually you will require one hostler (rubber) 
for every three horses. Sometimes you can 
manage to have one rubber for every four 
horses, but the horses are never so well cared 
for as when there are three only, and you will 
have to have more of other kinds of labor, as 
exercise boys or “hot-walkers.”’ A good hostler 
will command from $20 to $30 a week. You will 
need one exercise boy for every four horses you 
have, and it would be better to have one for 
every three horses, if you have a large stable. 
It is hard to take more than three sets to the 
track in a morning and give them the time they 
should have, and four sets a morning is just 
about the limit for a big stable. Little fellows 
accomplish what is impossible for the big es- 
tablishments, however. Exercise boys cost from 
$75 to $150 a month, depending upon how good 
they are. If your men rub four horses each, or 
you have a shortage of exercise boys, you will 
often need a hot-walker or two to keep things 
going. The men or boys can be hired cheaply, 
at, say, $1 or $2 a day. 

Your feed costs will vary greatly, depending 
upon what part of the country you are racing 
in, what kind of bedding you use, and how care- 
ful or extravagant your men are with your bed- 
ding. Bedding horses is usually almost as ex- 
pensive as feeding them, but is considered a 
part of the feed bill. At times it is possible 
to cut the feed bill down to a cost of 65 to 75 
cents per day per horse, but usually you can 
count on its costing you a dollar per day per 
horse, and up. I have had it run as high as 
$1.45 per day per horse. Green feeds, such as 
red clover, alfalfa, carrots, etc., are also extra, 
and the price varies widely. The patent feeds 
and minerals fed by many stables are also extra. 

You can count on having a new set of racing 
plates per month and one resetting of the 
plates, if you keep your horse’s feet in the best 
of condition. On occasion you may get by a 
little easier than this, but oftener you will have 
to put on mud-calks, or reset for one reason or 
another, and your bill will be more than a new 
set and a reset per month, which, at the pre- 
vailing rates of the union blacksmith, costs $10. 

What you spend for vanning and express de- 
pends upon how far you travel and how often 
you move, and how many horses you put in one 
express car. Both means of transportation are 
extremely expensive, especially the express. 

If you employ your own rider, he will cost 
you from $150 a month salary, in addition to 
the cost of his mounts and stakes, to $15,000 a 
year for the tops. 

The cost of racing depends upon the scale on 
Which you go into the sport. On any scale it 
is expensive, and horses must win races for you, 
or you will go in the red on your ledger. With 
a stable of good horses that are frequent win- 
ners, however, it is possible to show a very sub- 
stantial profit on a comparatively small invest- 
ment, if you race where purses are $1,000 and 
up. <A good stakes horse will often pile up a 
modest fortune in one season. When I started 
training my own horses, the late Judge Andrew 
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Leonard, of Lexington, told me he had seen a 
lot of men get rich in the horse business who 
would have starved to death in any other, which 
gave me a lot of hope during the time I was 
struggling to learn a lot of the things about 
horses that I have disclosed in these columns. 
Another cost, if you are planning on training 
yourself, that is not often counted is that of 
being away from home. For a trainer must 
leave most of his family behind and his friends, 
spend his nights in hotels and eat his meals in 
restaurants, and learn to live the life of a gipsy 
or circus performer. True enough, most of us 
thrive on it, due to our being out of doors al- 
most constantly, rising early and usually retir- 
ing the same way, so that the man of 60 years 
passes easily for 45. And they say that most 
trainers have to be knocked in the head with an 
axe to finish them off. You can count on get- 
ting out of it just what you put into it with in- 
terest, and it’s a great life, if you don’t weaken. 


LEADING BROODMARE SIRES 


ITH three-quarters of the year accounted 

for, two dead stallions, Fair Play and 
Sweep, are waging a close fight for the honor 
of being the leading broodmare sire of the year. 
Fair Play, whose stakes-winning daughter Stage- 
craft is the dam of Stagehand, had a total of 
$317,010 in first monies through the racing of 
October 8, and Sweep, maternal grandshire of El 
Chico, had $310,332 to his credit. 

If Fair Play maintains his lead, he will be the 
premier broodmare sire for the third time in the 
last eight years, as he was first in 1931 and 1934. 
If Sweep moves past Fair Play, it will be his 
second successive year at the top of the list. 

At present no other sire appears likely to be- 
come a serious rival for the two leaders. The 
following list includes all sires whose daughters 
are represented by the winners of as much as 
$50,000 in first monies this year, through Satur- 


day, October 5. Superior figures indicate dead

Too Little 


‘“c“ ES, he’s a good horse, but I’m afraid he’s 
not going to be very popular. He’s on the 
small side, you know.” 

Yeah, I know. And I also know it’s time 
Thoroughbred breeders should know better. Most 
of them do know better. 

There is no demonstrated correlation between 
size and class in the Thoroughbred. Perhaps 
we shall be able to work out the problem some 
day, with the cooperation of a few farm mana- 
gers and trainers. But if one casts a casual eye 
over the mosi obvious evidence he will probabiy 
come to the conclusion that the horse below 
average size is at no disadvantage as compared 
with the horse above the average. I suspect, 
but cannot prove it, that the smaller racer has 
an actual advantage, because he is not quite so 
liable to break down. 

This is a year of small horses. War Admiral 
and Seabiscuit both, I believe, are between 15.2 
and 15.3 in height at the withers. El Chico is 
named “the little one’’ because he is just that. 
Battieship, winner of the Grand National 
Steeplechase, stands about 15.2. Porter’s Mite 
stands about 15.2, but is expected to grow into 
an average-size horse. 

The so-called “small horses’’ include Luke 
Blackburn, Ben Brush, Little Minch, Old Rose- 
bud, Roamer, Sweep, Tippity Witchet, The Porter, 
Firenze, Uncle, Victorian, Dice, Buckhorn, Pea- 
nuts, Mars, Clyde Van Dusen, Waterblossom, Top 
Flight, and Black Helen, to pick out at random 
a few which suggest themselves. Ben Brush, 
Sweep, and The Porter were all exceptional race 
horses and sires, and The Porter, smallest of the 
three, was leading sire in 1937 and will finish high 
on the list this year. 

Chaucer, English racer and sire, stood a little 
over 15.1. He sired the undersized Selene, a 
good race mare and one of the great producers 
of recent years. Selene’s son is the medium-sized 
*Sickle, leading sire in America in 1936 and 1938. 
Another of her sons, Hyperion, won the English 
Derby when he was the smallest horse in the 
field, standing about 15.114. Another of her sons 
is the bigger *Pharamond II (about 15.310), 
which sired the monstrous Whopper. 

Equipoise was undersized as a 2-year-old. Dice, 
an outstanding colt, was only a trifle over 15 
hands tall when he came to his early death. Vic- 
torian stood about 15.2 as a 3-year-old, when he 
won the Preakness. Stakes. Waterblossom 
weighed about 810 pounds when she retired from 
racing. Befuddle, a tiny mare owned by Col. E. 
R. Bradley, took up 121 pounds and beat Prin- 
cess Doreen in the Latonia Oaks, running a mile 
and a quarter in 2:023. Black Helen stood 
about 15 hands and weighed about 875 pounds 
when she was retired from racing. Another 
Bradley filly, even smaller than Black Helen, was 
*Bit o’ White, a top-class distance racer. Pea- 
nuts got his name from his small stature, and 
his son Top Row is usually referred to as a small 
horse, though he is probably bigger than War 
Admiral or Seabiscuit. Spanish Play, winner of 
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$68,165, was only 15.2. The Trump, one of the 
smallest horses in training in Australia, standing 
about 15.1, last year won the Caulfield and Mel- 
bourne Cups in a series of brilliant victories and 
also scored in the weight-for-age Mackinnon 
Stakes. 

This is no argument against big horses. The 
performances of racers like Man o’ War, Phar 
Lap, Gallant Fox, Diavolo, Gallant Fox, Pompoon, 
Flares may be as impressive as those of the 
smaller gentry—but not more so. In a race 
horse class is class, regardless of the wrapping. 


Notes After the Futurity 


PEDIGREE always becomes more interest- 
ing after its possessor has won one of the 
great races. Hence the following random notes. 
The cutstanding name in the background of 
this year’s Futurity renewal is that of Friar 
Rock, son of *Rock Sand and *Fairy Gold (Fair 
Play’s dam), by Bend Or. Friar Rock was a 
good 2-year-old, but did not gain fame until his 
3-year-old year, when he was recognized as the 
best in his division. Singularly enough, the 
race which has brought him the most distinction 
as a progenitor is the Futurity, world’s richest 
race for 2-year-olds. Four winners of the Fu- 
turity in the last 11 years, and three in the 
last four years, are out of daughters of Friar 
Rock: High Strung, 1928; Tintagel, 1935; Pom- 
poon, 1936; Porter’s Mite, 1938. (Aside to those 
who believe in nicks and affinities: High Strung 
is by High Time, Tintagel by *Sir Gallahad ITI, 
Pompoon by Pompey, Porter’s Mite by The 
Porter, a rare diversity of bloodlines.) 

Eight Thirty, the colt which engaged Porter’s 
Mite in a photograph finish for the Futurity, is 
a son of Pilate, son of Friar Rock—and inciden- 
tally the only prominent son of Friar Rock now 
at stud. The male line of *Rock Sand is popu- 
larly supposed in America to be very much a 
disadvantage to a stallion’s chances, though it is 
represented by successful sires in South America 
and Australia. It so happens that in America 
neither *Rock Sand nor Friar Rock happened 
to leave a male-line descendant of great pres- 
tige. (Inchcape died after siring one foal, the 
dam of Thanksgiving and Bud’s Bell.) But a 
male line means nothing, either for picking win- 
ners or for picking losers. Pilate is doing all 
right. His first crop consisted of seven foals 
of 1935, all fillies, all foaled, I believe, in the 
East, where Pilate made his first stud season. 
Five of them are winners. The second crop, 
foaled in Kentucky, comprises five colts, six 
fillies. Four of them have won to date at two, 
including Eight Thirty, Lovely Night, and Pon- 
tius, all of stakes class. 

This is going to be one of Friar Rock’s best 
years as a broodmare sire. Besides Porter's 
Mite, his daughters are represented by Pompoon, 
Handcuff, Dinner Date, Masked General, Black 
Wave, Francesco, and Ridge. 

The Porter, sire of Porter’s Mite, is now 23 
years old and is perhaps the smallest Thorough- 
bred stallion of prominence in America, standing 
a trifle less than 15 hands tall at the withers. 
He is in splendid condition, and appears likely to 
sire a few more crops of foals for John Hay 
Whitney, who purchased him out of the E. B. 
McLean dispersal in 1931 for $27,000. 

The Porter, foaled in 1915, was the first high- 
class horse got by Sweep, and was probably the 
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best of the 406 registered foals credited to his 
sire. He has certainly been the most success- 
ful sire among the get of Sweep, which is vir- 
tually certain to be the leading broodmare sire 
of 1938. The Porter has sent 14 crops to the 
races, totaling 213 foals, an average of 15 a year. 
To date he has 137 winners from his 213 foals, 
or 64 per cent. His stakes winners, in the order 
of their appearance are: Toro, Greenock, Algol, 
Port Harlem, Islam, Silverdale, Port o’ Play, 
Luggage, Porternesia, Portam, Brocado, Stepen- 
fetchit, Maine Chance, Rosemont, Two Bob, 
Aneroid, Pasha, Flying Scot, Peggy Porter, 
Arabs Arrow, Inhale, Porter’s Mite. Of these, 
Toro, the filly Port Harlem, Rosemont, Aneroid, 
Flying Scot, and Porter’s Mite may be ranked 
as first-class. 

I cannot point to Porter’s Mite as an example 
of a top horse whose dam was a high-class race 
mare. Like War Admiral, Seabiscuit, and El 
Chico, he comes from a mare whose excellence 
was revealed only as a producer. His dam, 
Minima, was unplaced in two starts as a 2- 
year-old, and was only once in the money in 
eight starts at three, earning $200 in second 
money. Minima’s dam, Miss Minnie, had a rac- 
ing record almost parallel. She raced three 
times unplaced at two, and was once third in 
seven starts at three, earning a total of $49. 
But both were excellent producers. Miss Min- 
nie was the dam of Grey Lag, stakes winner of 
$136,675. Minima was bred by the late John 
E. Madden, and her dam was bred by Clarence 
H. Mackay from a mare he imported from Eng- 
land. This was *Spectrum, winner of the 
Chesterfield Cup and other stakes races. The 
fifth dam, *Mirage, was also a stakes winner.

Cover Picture: Reaping Reward 


Among the leading 2-year-olds of 1936 was 
Milky Way Farm’s Reaping Reward, a *Sickle 
colt which Mrs. Mars bought at Saratoga as a 
yearling for $5,000. Reaping Reward won the 
United States Hotel Stakes, New England Fu- 
turity, and Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes at two, 
and earned $56,965. High hopes were held for 
him in the Kentucky Derby, but he finished third 
to War Admiral and Pompoon. In the Latonia 
Derby he was moving smoothly into the lead 
in the stretch when a tendon bowed, and watch- 
ers saw him suddenly appear to hang. But de- 
Spite his injury, Reaping Reward held on for 
three-sixteenths of a mile to win a very game 
effort, beating Flying Scot, Eagle Pass, and 
other good 3-year-olds. At three Reaping Re- 
ward added $16,700 to his earnings, giving him 
a total of $73,665. 

Several weeks ago it was announced that 
Coldstream Stud (C. B. Shaffer) had purchased 
Reaping Reward and the young son of *Sickle 
will make his first season at the Lexington 
Thoroughbred nursery in 1938. He has filled out 
into a very handsome horse, and his book is 
almost full for 1939.

LEXINGTON FALL SALES 


HERE was some difficulty, after the first 

four sessions of the Lexington Fall Sales, in 
ascertaining whether the market was weaker 
than in 1937, or the stock offered was poorer. 
Last year the sales began virtually on their 
peak, when the Kilmer mares, of rather high 
quality, were offered on the first day. This year 
there was no consignment of similar class, and 
prices for the first four sales were very moderate. 
There were plenty of bidders, but they stopped 
early. Horses were being sold at an unprece- 
dented rate by Doc Bond and Brownie Leach. 
General opinion around the ring was that the 
class of stock offered was not high, but that 
prices were a bit low even when this was con- 
sidered. However, there were bidders in Lex- 
ington who were not in action during the early 
sales, and the opening of racing on October 11 
was expected to bring additional persons to the 
sales for succeeding sessions, and there were 
indications that there would be some movement 
upward in prices during the later nights. The 
dispersal of the horses of the late W. C. Good- 
loe may also have an effect in raising averages. 


Three sessions of the sale remain to be ac- 
counted for, the evening sale on October 11 and 
the morning and evening sales on October 12, 
with about 240 head, chiefly yearlings, to be sold. 


Monday Morning, October 10 


HE first sale at Lexington this week saw 51 

lots passing through the ring for a total of 
$31,275. This was considerably below the aver- 
age for the first sale in 1937, but the difference 
was to be accounted for by the fact that last 
year the sale began with the Kilmer consignment, 
which averaged $1,698 for 28 head. 

The largest consignments offered were those 
of Hop Creek Farm and Mrs. Emil Denemark, 
each of which sent eight head to the sale. Hop 
Creek Farm averaged $603; Mrs. Denemark 
averaged $494. Brookmeade Stud, with five head, 
got an average of $620. 


The highest price of the morning was $3,700, 
which Tollie Young paid for the 9-year-old Camp- 
fire mare Skyblue Pink, consigned by A. B. Gay 
and Charlton Clay to dissolve a partnership. Mr. 
Young was bidding for Mr. Clay. Her weanling 
filly by *Bull Dog brought $2,000, went to Charles 
Asbury, who was bidding for Robert J. Kleberg 
(King Ranch) of Texas. 


Only three other mares reached $2,000. Har- 
monessa, a *Bull Dog mare in the Denemark sale, 
brought that sum, went to S. D. Riddle. F. B. 
Koontz, of Oklahoma, paid the same sum for a 
3-year-old daughter of On Watch, consigned by 
Hop Creek Farm. E. F. Woodward (Valdina 
Farms) paid $2,500 for *Messalliance II, 9-year- 
old daughter of *Ksar, in the Belair Stud group.

Notes of the Sales 


Fred B. Koontz, of Tulsa, Okla., was among 
the early arrivals for the sales. He had a look 
at his stallions, Sweeping Light, Pairbypair, and 
the recent arrival *Shifting Sands, located at 
John S. Wiggins’ Military Stock Farm, in Bour- 
bon County. Sunday before the sales opened 
Mr. Koontz, asked how many Thoroughbred 
mares he owned, admitted to having 92 “at the 
last count.” By Tuesday morning the number 
had reached 95. In the last two years Mr. Koontz 
has bought broodmares at a faster pace than any 
American breeder. He insists that his mares 
have the best bloodlines, intends to market their 
produce at Saratoga and elsewhere, is breeding 
many of them to outside stallions in 1939. 

Ed Janss, Jr., got in from California a few 
days early, had his wallet stolen before he had 
had a chance to spend anything. Young Mr. 
Janss reports that he now has 50 broodmares 
and the stallions Top Row, Special Agent, Box- 
thorn, and Naishapur at his Conejo (Jack Rab- 
bit) Ranch near Los Angeles. He can be counted 
one of the most successful California breeders, 
for everything he has bred so far is a winner, 
he says. He even makes money by hiring his 
horses out to appear in the movies. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry S. Hart stopped at the 
sales on a semi-vacation trip which has already 
taken them over 4,000 miles by automobile, north 
from Los Angeles to British Columbia, back 
through Yellowstone Park. Mr. Hart stated 
that he has disposed of his stallion Saxon (sire 
of King Saxon) to Marwyck Ranch, will ship 
him from Tollie Young’s Creekview Farm along 
with some shipment bound for California. At 
Marwyck Saxon will join The Nut and Little 
Shower in the stud. Little Shower probably will 
make his first season in 1939. He is a 4-year-old 
son of *St. Germans out of *Frizeur (dam of 
the stakes winners Myrtlewood, Pairbypair, 
Black Curl, Crowning Glory), by *Sweeper. 
Little Shower has never raced. After he had 
shown great promise as a yearling, when he was 
owned by Alfred Vanderbilt, he suffered an in- 
jury which has kept him away from the races. 
Purchased by Marwyck Ranch, he is now in 
light training, and if he goes well he may be 
entered for the next Santa Anita Handicap. Mr. 
Hart did not intend to buy anything at Lexing- 
ton, but was arranging to breed some mares to 
Kentucky stallions. However, he may be a 
buyer. Once he went to a sale promising Mrs. 
Hart he would buy no horses. Before he left 
the auction he had bought 18 broodmares and a 
stallion. “He can’t be trusted,” said Mrs. Hart. 

Robert Kleberg (King Ranch) and Trainer 
Max Hirsch made a minute inspection of the 
weanling filly by *Bull Dog out of Skyblue Pink, 
sold to dissolve the partnership between A. B. 
Gay and Charlton Clay, and okehed her. Charles 
Asbury, of Lexington, did the bidding for King 
Ranch, got the weanling for $2,000. 

Milton J. Dance, who will have his first ex- 
perience as an auctioneer of Thoroughbreds at 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association sales 
November 7 to 9, was an interested spectator for 
the first day’s selling. He will have about 200 
horses to sell in the Pikesville Armory, about 
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three miles from Pimlico, and in the Pimlico 
paddock. The paddock sale, for horses in train- 
ing, will be held Wednesday morning, November 
9. Mr. and Mrs. Dance saw the first day’s rac- 
ing at Keeneland, then left for their home near 
Towson, Md. 

J. A. Hurt, of Morganton, N. C., bought three 
mares at the sale for low prices, also bought 
Broad Play, a mare closely inbred to Fair Play, 
from John Muth, privately. Young Mr. Hurt 
plans to begin his Thoroughbred breeding along 
lines he has already successfully in breeding 
foxes and corn. He expects to obtain inbred 
stock and then outcross by bringing different 
inbred strains together. 

Gen. Juan F. Azcarate, head of the Remount 
division of the Mexican army, was at the sales 
Monday, with his agent, John Muth. Mr. Muth 
started many horses at $100, got only one the 
first day. Tuesday morning he was getting mares 
below $100. General Azcarate spent a year in 
Europe, returned to Mexico about six months 
ago to find the Remount’s Thoroughbred popu- 
lation depleted by disease which took about 40 
per cent of his mares. “We're starting over, and 
we'll do better this time,’ he says, 

George Clarke, of Toronto, owner of the Rose- 
dale Stable, and his trainer, George White (son 
of J. H., brother of Cy), purchased several year- 
lings. 

William J. Lucas, manager of Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott’s Virginia stud, reported that *Lance- 
gaye, sire of Cavalcade, is doing well, has good 
crops of yearlings and weanlings. Two good 
sons of Man o’' War, Annapolis and the Grand 
National winner Battleship, are the other stal- 
lions at Montpelier. 

Frank Orsatti, of Hollywood, and Allan C. 
Long, manager of Louis B. Mayer’s Thorough- 
bred interests, were at the sales with Daniel B. 
Midkiff. Several horses were knocked down to 
Long and Midkiff, including the stallion Brokers 
Tip. 

These were all for the account of Mr. Orsatti, 
who says he plans to ship them to California for 
breeding purposes. “Even the yearlings?’’ Even 
the yearlings, said Mr. Orsatti, who insists he 
doesn't have time to be bothered with a racing 
stable. 

John F. Clark, Jr., of New Orleans, came to 
Lexington a few days early to have a look at his 
top speedster, Clang, which Hunter C. Moody 
now is conditioning with a sulky at the Ken- 
tucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association 
track. The Stimulus gelding is going along 
well. Mr. Clark has decided to discontinue 
breeding Thoroughbreds but bought several year- 
lings at moderate prices, remembering how he 
bought Clang as a yearling in the fall of 1933 
for $300. 

“Cutest” exhibit of the sales was the twins of- 
fered by Adelbert Farm (Mrs. Clyde Smith), of 
Hopkinsville, Monday night. Neither would enter 
or leave the ring without the other, and they car- 
ried the twin business to the limit by bringing the 
same price, $150 each. 


Comparisons 


At the end of the first four sales, a few com- 
parisons with 1937 figures were possible, though 
these will mean thore after the entire series of 
sales is complete. Broodmares numbering 93 had 
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gone through the ring, for a total of $54,975, 
average $591. This is 6.4 per cent below the 1937 
average of $629, but one sale of broodmares re- 
mains. 

There had been 138 yearlings sold for $66,000, 
an average of $478. This is almost 20 per cent 
below the $573 average of last year. The two 
remaining nights of yearling sales may raise the 
average. 

Only 18 weanlings were sold in the first four 
sales. They brought an average of $331, or 8.7 
per cent less, in average, than the 68 weanlings 
sold in 1937. Two stallions, Brokers Tip and Nas- 
sak, brought a total of $2,100, an average of 
$1,050. Last year seven stallions averaged $575. 
Only one horse in training was sold in the four 
sales. This brought $650. Last year 31 horses 
in training averaged $316 each. 

Altogether, 252 animals were sold in the four 
sales, for a total of $129 675, average $515. Last 
year the average for the 513 lots sold was $546, 
so that this year’s figures so far show a decline of 
6 per cent.

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Jamaica 


HE current week is the closing one at Jamai- 

ca, and on October 17 racing in New York 
enters its closing phase, at Empire City. All the 
New York tracks have done well this year, both 
financially and in respect to the quality of rac- 
ing they have offered, and the 1938 season may 
possibly surpass that of 1937, which in turn was 
an improvement on the year before it. 

The Continental Handicap, a $10,000 added 
affair, was the featured event with a surprise 
winner in the 12-to-1 Rougish Girl turning up. A 
graded handicap at a mile and 70 yards was wou 
by Calumet Farm’s Count Morse, which was out 
of action during the summer. Count Morse out- 
classed his field, led all the way to win by three 
lengths under 123 pounds, and may prove dan- 
gerous in some of the fall handicaps. A handi- 
cap for 2-year-olds at six furlongs went to Mrs. 
F. Ambrose Clark’s Lovely Night, a Pilate filly, 
with T. M. Dorsett second, not much farther back. 
A race for 2-year-old maiden fillies was won by 
Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s Early Morn, first 22-year-old 
winner of the season for Milkman. 

Remaining on Jamaica’s stakes program are 
two handicaps and a claiming stakes. On Octo- 
ber 12 the Interborough Handicap, with $5,000 
added, will be run at six furlongs. Rough Time, 
Preeminent, The Fighter, Clocks, Airflame, and 
Merry Lassie are among the entries. On October 
15 the Long Island Claiming Stakes, at 1 1/16 
miles, will support the main feature, the $5,000 
added Remsen Handicap for 2-year-olds. Among 
the 68 nominations for the Remsen are Johns- 
town, Beau James, Invader, Hash, Roll and Toss, 
Heather Time, Technician, and No Competition. 


Roguish Girl Improves 


The Continental Handicap ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Jamaica Oc- 
tober 8 drew a field of nine, among which Ben- 
jamin Deutch’s Roguish Girl (106) appeared to 
be somewhat outclassed. The only stakes vic- 
tory for the 5-year-old daughter of Roguish Eye 
in four years of campaigning was the Woodmere 
Claiming Stakes at Aqueduct in August, when 
she raced to be claimed for $6,500. At Saratoga 
she had raced, and was beaten, with a $3,500 
claiming tag. It was by claim, in that race, that 
she came to her present owner. 

But the improvement which she had shown at 
Aqueduct was continued at Jamaica. With the 
recent riding sensation, W. Yarberry, in the sad- 
dle, Roguish Girl broke fast, stayed with Ga- 
lapas (3-y-o, 100) until the *Sir Gallahad III 
colt weakened, and then went out into the lead. 
Near her from the start was Calumet Farm’s 
Bull Lea (3-y-o, 119), but the challenge he threw 
down in the stretch was not enough. The *Bull 
Dog colt cut the mare’s lead to a half-length in 
mid-stretch, but she held him safe, won by three- 
fourths of a length, giving Yarberry his second 
triple of the meeting. Bull Lea was a length 
and a half in front of the favorite, B. F. Christ- 
mas’ Idle Miss (116), which was prominent 
from the start. William Ziegler’s Esposa (126), 
coming with a rush at the end, was a half-length 
farther back in fourth place. In order followed 
Can’t Wait (3-y-o, 115), Rust (105), Galapas, 
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Turf Pix. 


IDLE MISS (Alfred Robertson up) is probably 
the most improved filly now racing in America. 
The former selling plater recently added the 
Ladies’ Handicap at Belmont Park to her list of 
wins, will be pointed for the Laurel Stakes Oc- 
tober 15.

Porter's Mite's Nose 


Last week THE BLOOD-HORSE, accepting Daily 
Racing Form’s chart as authority, stated that 
Porter’s Mite won the Futurity, down the straight 
Widener Course at Belmont Park, “by a nose.” 
The angle at which the Widener Course cuts iniv 
the main track is a constant pain to chartmakers, 
and those who read the charts learned long ago 
that no man could judge position and space inter- 
vals very accurately on the straightaway. 

A glance at a reproduction of the official Jones 
camera photograph of the finish showed that the 
margin of the winner was at least half a length, 
at most three-quarters of a length. Porter’s Mite 
finished much nearer the camera than Eight 
Thirty, which was almost against the far rail. 
When Porter’s Mite’s nose was on the finish line 
Eight Thirty was more than half a length back. 

Many a time the official verdict as to the 
placed horses in the Futurity has been questioned 
by those who thought they saw the finish better 
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than the judges. This time there probably would 
have been a bitter argument but for the camera’s 
evidence. 


Porter's Mite's Trainer 


When he sent out William E. Boeing’s Porter’s 
Mite to win the Futurity at Belmont Park, Ted 
Horning gained distinction for the first time as 
the trainer responsible for the winner of a race 
of national promi- 
nence. But Horn- 
ing is no newcomer. 
He has been forty- 
odd years building 
the foundation for a 
success of this sort. 

Ted Horning was 
korn in Louisville, 
started out as a 
youngster with the 
stable of Ed Storms, 
former steeplechase 
rider, in New York 
about 1890. He was 
groom, exercise boy, 
and jockey in the 
days of the outlaw 
tracks, went through 
A a long period of 
TED HORNING preparation before 

nis he became a trainer. 
Barney Schreiber and John E. Madden were 
among his earlier employers, and in France he 
was associated with the Reiff brothers, Lester 
and Johnny. In recent years Trainer Horning 
has lived near San Francisco, where he has a 
breeding farm. He has great faith in northern 
California as a breeding center. 
These facts were cribbed from Clem McCarthy. 


McDaniel for Hopkins 


Henry McDaniel, born on a race track and 
rarely far away from a race track in more than 
70 years, occasionally has had a notion to an- 
nounce his retirement as a trainer. But last 
week “Uncle Henry” had a new job, succeeding 
young Fred Hopkins as trainer of the Sage 
Stable and the flat racers of Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark. Mr. McDaniel was in Lexington this 
week, looking over many horses at the Lexing- 
ton Fall Sales, but made no purchases. 

A. G. C. Sage, sole owner of the Sage Stable 
since the recent death of his brother, H. W. Sage, 
has decided to retire as a breeder of Thorough- 
breds and to confine his interest to a racing 
stable. The excellent group of mares he has 
at Elsmeade Farm, Lexington, in charge of 
Cyrus F. White, is to be offered for sale pri- 
vately, and when they have been sold it is ex- 
pected that Richard F. Howe (Howe Stable) 
will take over Mr. Sage’s share in the lease of 
Elsmeade now held jointly with Mrs. Clark.

CALIFORNIA 
Bay Meadows and Main Man 


HE fall season in California opened October 

8, when Bay Meadows began its regular 25- 
day fall meeting. With a few exceptions the 
horses competing there are the same ones which 
raced on the Coast through the summer, as the 
San Francisco tracks get little benefit in the 
fall from the Eastern horses attracted to the 
West by Santa Anita’s purses. 

One of the exceptions is Louis B. Mayer’s 
Main Man, purchased in Kentucky a few weeks 
ago from Jerome B. (Rome) Respess for a price 
reported as $17,000. Main Man carried his new 
owner’s silks for the first time in the $1,500 
added Inaugural Handicap which featured the 
first day’s racing at Bay Meadows. With top 
weight of 124 pounds up, including Jockey Silvio 
Coucci, Main Man turned back Capt. Cal, King 
Saxon, *Amor Brujo and two others in 1:3735 
for the mile. Thus Mr. Mayer’s ambitiously 
planned stable had an auspicious beginning in 
competition. 

A supporting race on opening day was a 
sprint with $1,500 added. This went to another 
motion picture figure, William Le Baron, whose 
smart sprinter Brown Jade defeated Happy 
Bolivar, Dogaway, and four others in 1:11%5. 


Perkins vs. McCarthy 


Neil S. McCarthy, California attorney and 
sportsman, proposed last summer an arrange- 
ment. (THE BLOOD-HORSE, July 23, page 131) 
which California sportswriters now refer to as 
the “four-four-four” plan. Briefly, it provided 
that 12 per cent be taken from the pari-mutuel 
pools (Santa Anita Park now takes 10 per cent, 
other tracks take 12), with 4 per cent to the 
State, 4 per cent to the track, and 4 per cent 
to purses, with certain provisions especially for 
California breeders. 

Last week Charles E. Perkins, president of the 
California Breeders Association, placed himself 
on record as opposing the plan, told Turf writ- 
ers that the majority of the breeders want to in- 
crease purse distribution by direct negotiations 
with the tracks rather than by making the 
amount a legal requirement, that they will op- 
pose the McCarthy plan if it is introduced into 
the Legislature. 


Patience

OR its first full week, completed October 8, 

Laurel drew good weather and good horses, 
seems headed for a successful and interesting 
meeting. The stakes feature on October 8, the 
Richard Johnson Stakes, went to Belair Stud’s 
Jamestown, as was expected, but the Jamestown 
colt had a difficult time of it, just lasting to hold 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Impound, which was making 
up ground very rapidly at the finish.

Up the Creek, by *Bull Dog, got up at the end 
to trounce a field of 10 other juveniles, but the 
time was four-fifths of a second slower than the 
day’s 2-year-old stakes was run in. 

The chief event of the present week at Laurel 
Park is the $7,500 added Laurel Stakes, at one 
mile. Seabiscuit is an eligible for this, is con- 
sidered a fairly likely starter. He is also eligible 
for the $15,000 Washington Handicap on closing 
day, October 29, but if the special with War Ad- 
miral does not fall through, his only start at 
Laurel will come next Saturday.

Pimlico's Special 


What Belmont Park offered $100,000 for and 
tailed to get, what Suffolk Downs’ $50,000 added 
Massachusetts Handicap failed to achieve, has 
been announced for Pimlico’s fall program at the 
comparatively low figure of $10,000. It was an- 
nounced October 5 that both Charles S. Howard 
and Samuel D. Riddle had signed an agreement 
to send Seabiscuit and War Admiral against each 
other. Each owner will post $5,000 to insure the 
appearance of his horse, and though the an- 
nouncement has not been made plain this sum 
will apparently be forfeited in case of non-appear- 
ance. To this the Maryland Jockey Club will add 
$10,000, making the race worth $15,000 to the 
winner. 

The race is tentatively set for November 1, 
Pimlico’s opening day, with November 3 as sub- 
stitute date in case the track is not fast. It 
will be at 1 3-16 miles, with each horse carrying 
120 pounds. On November 1 a “neutral person” 
will inspect the track at 8:30 in the morning. If 
it is muddy the race will be postponed. If the 
track is approved the race goes on, according to 
the agreement, regardless of weather and track 
conditions later in the day. 

War Admiral will probably not start again 
until the special race comes up. Seabiscuit, it is 
reported, will go after the $7,500 added Laurel 
Stakes at Laurel Park October 15. He is also 


engaged in the Washington Handicap on October 
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w~ 29, but if the race with War Admiral goes 
through, he will probably pass up that engage- 
ment.

HE major season in Illinois closed October 8, 
4 when Hawthorne completed a 30-day meet- 
ing. The track had good weather through the 
greater part of the session, but after the Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup was run had little to offer of 
national interest. Stakes with $2,500 added, 
usually offered in pairs, were the features, with 
claiming races taking up most of the cards. Re- 
ports indicate that the meeting was a moderate 
financial success, and indications are that racing 
in the Chicago district needs rejuvenation of a 
more permanent sort than was afforded by 
Washington Park’s public “handicapping con- 
test.”’ 

The features on closing day were the Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap, won by the Louisville- 
owned Bala Ormont, a 2-year-old by the blind 
stallion Ormont, and the Illinois Owners’ Han- 
dicap, which went to Mrs. Emil Denemark’s 
Uneasy. A graded allowance race for 3-year- 
olds and up at six furlongs was also offered. 
The winner was Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Gato, 3- 
year-old gelding by Whichone, which got up at 
the end to defeat Our Crest, a 5-year-old. 

Remaining Illinois racing is a 19-day meeting 
which opened October 10 at Sportsman's Park. 
Purses will observe a $600 minimum, with no 
stakes offered.

KENTUCKY 


Latonia, Keeneland 


N October 8 Latonia completed its 27 days 

of racing, the meeting finishing, according to 
all reports, with a loss, despite installation of a 
totalizator and inauguration of a winner-picking 
contest. The closing day did not have a stakes 
on its program, but offered a very interesting 
event in the revival of the Latonia Cup. This 
race, at 21, miles, was once among the more 
prominent stakes events, but it was discontinued 
as a sweepstakes after the 1931 running, was run 
in 1932 and 1933 and again this year under over- 
night conditions. It drew a field of 10, victory 
going to the 26-to-1 chance Russia, a black *Kiev 
38-year-old owned by Mrs. J. H. Skirvin. The 
good distance performer Double R. was second, 
weakening after taking the lead in the stretch. 
Among the starters was the 11-year-old plater 
Malicious, which won several two-mile races in 
California last winter. Malicious made up 
ground in the last mile, but finished fifth, nearly 
14 lengths behind the leader. 

On Tuesday, October 11, racing opened at Lex- 
ington, where Keeneland began its 10-day fali 
meeting. This is the fifth meeting at the new 
track, seems likely to be its fifth success. There 
were more horses at the disposal of the racing 
secretary than the track has ever had before, and 
with the Lexington Fall Sales drawing visitors 
from every Thoroughbred district, attendance 
should be satisfactory. Principal event of the 
meeting, on closing day, will be the Breeders’ 
Futurity, which has most of the leading juveniles 
of the season among its nominations.

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Proctor Knott's History 


After Porter’s Mite had scored one of the most 
important victories for the West (Western own- 
er, trainer, jockey, Kentucky horse) in many 
years, two of the most capable racing writers 
covering the event referred to his victory as the 
second in the Futurity for a horse from the Wes! 
Coast, naming the inaugural winner, Proctor 
Knott, as the first. 


Proctor Knott was foaled at Belle Meade Stud, 
near Nashville, Tenn., in 1896, and was sold at 
auction as a yearling to Samuel (Uncle Sam) 
Bryant, of Louisville, Ky. He made his first start 
on April 30, at Nashville, and won the West Side 
Stakes. Then he raced at Louisville, winning the 
Alexander Stakes. Once at Louisville, twice at 
Latonia, he was beaten. Then at Chicago he won 
the Kenwood Stakes. Moving to New York, he 
won the Junior Champion Stakes at Monmouth 
Park, beating Salvator and taking the position 
of leader of his year. He affirmed this position 
by winning the Equity Stakes at Saratoga ana, 
on September 3, the first Futurity at Coney Is- 
land, beating Salvator again. 


He followed almost exactly the same itinerary 
at three, though his journey might have been 
more pleasant but for Spokane, which beat him 
in the Derby and two other races. Proctor Knott, 
however, got one decision over him. At four 
Proctor Knott started but once, at Latonia. He 
was prepared for the Suburban but went wrong. 
He stayed at a veterinary infirmary near Sheeps- 
head Bay through the summer, then was fired 
and sent back to Kentucky. 


At five he began on the same circuit, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Illinois, but did not race in New York, 
running his last race on July 18, 1891, at Chicago. 
Taken to Saratoga, he developed lung fever and 
died in early August, 1891. 

After Proctor Knott's 3-year-old season Mr. 
Bryant, who had been in partnership with one of 
the Scoggan brothers, dissolved this partnership, 
and Scoggan Brothers, also of Louisville, Ky., 
took the horse for $17,500, raced him until his 
death. 


There is nothing in any of this to indicate that 
Proctor Knott was ever farther west than Mem- 
phis, and no information that can be discovered 
connects him with the West Coast.

Jacobs Again 


Figures compiled by Daily Racing Form and 
including the racing of October 3, indicate that 
Hirsch Jacobs, Brooklyn trainer, is well on his 
way to lead American trainers for the sixth con- 
secutive year. Through that date, Jacobs had 
saddled 84 winners, or 19 more than his nearest 
competitor, A. E. Alexandra. Jacobs came to 
leadership in 1933, and has held it ever since. 
In 1936 he set an all-time record by sending out 
177 winners, or 30 more than any other trainer 
had saddled in a single year. 

There are still two records remaining for 
Trainer Jacobs. H. G. Bedwell once led Amer- 
ican trainers for six consecutive years, and in 
one other year. Bedwell, with 62 winners, is in 
third place this year. The other record, which 
Jacobs has not even approached, is that of money 
won by his horses. In 1907 James Rowe sad- 
died winners of $397,342 when he led the train- 
ers’ list. Jacobs, whose stable is made up chiefly 
of platers, has never won more than $155,789 
in a single season. 

But the biggest news about Jacobs is that he 
is in a slump, a rare occasion with the former 
pigeon-fancier. From September 5_ through 
October 3 he saddled only four winners. Un- 
less his pace accelerates he may be hard pressed 
for the leadership, but he is not likely to be beaten 
out.

Next Year's 3-Year-Olds 


ONDON, September 18._-Regarded as Sir Abe 

Bailey’s outstanding 2-year-old and one of 
the four best of his age in training, the future 
of Meadow is causing deep concern to the Man- 
ton trainer Lawson. Grave doubts exist as to 
whether the colt will be able to run again. The 
trouble is some inexplicable back weakness which 
is baffling veterinary science and has caused the 
colt to be struck out of all his remaining en- 
gagements this year. From a reliable source 
I learn that the choice bred son of Fairway 
Evening Mist is under the closest supervision, 
always in his box, and has not visited the train- 
ing gallops for either easy cantering or walking 
exercise for some time. 

Bred by Mrs. M. E. Maher and sold for 6,100 
guineas at the Doncaster yearling sales, Meadow, 
a rich bay, has appeared in public thrice, crea- 
ting a big impression on the occasion of his debut 
at Kempton Park when, although thought in need 
of the spin, he beat Basra colt, Mercator, and a 
tremendous field for the Redfern Plate. Meadow 
subsequently won, in irreproachable style, the 
New Stakes at Ascot from formidable opposition, 
only to fail inexplicably when a hot favorite for 
the valuable National Breeders Produce Stakes 
at Sandown Park in July won by Apple Ring colt. 
Meadow finished third and has not appeared in 
public since. Presumably the ailment was de- 
veloping at the time of his last race. 


Sir Abe Bailey’s colt was one of the very few 
of the season’s crack 2-year-olds which could, 
on breeding, conceivably be regarded in the light 
of a classic contender. Many of the best of the 
Fairway tribe can stay a mile and a half, but 
such fast youngsters as the unbeaten Panorama 
(by Sir Cosmo), Portobello (a gelding by Port- 
law), Prometheus (by Tetratema), and Apple 
Ring colt (by Mr. Jinks) are merely of the pre- 
cocious sprinting order. Lord Derby’s Gimcrack 
Stakes winner Cockpit (by Caerleon) may make 
a fair stayer, but he was struck out of the Derby 
at the acceptance stage last June—apparently a 
big error of judgment. 

According to that good judge Capt. R. C. Long 
(“Augur” of the Sportling Life), the six best 2- 
year-olds of the season to date are Panorama, 
Portobello, Cockpit, Easy Going, Meadow, and 
Prometheus, and Captain Long handicaps them 
in the order written. Of these, the filly Easy Go- 
ing (by Felstead), Cockpit, and Portobello are 
not in next year’s Derby. It is a million to one 
against either Panorama or Prometheus staying 
the Epsom distance, and if my information is 
correct, it is very long odds against Meadow see- 
ing the post. It would be a very bold, or foolish, 
man who, in these circumstances, would wager on 
next year's premier classic at this stage, but if 
I had to make a wager on the event I should 
nominate William Woodward's colt Bosley (by 
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SANDS

Autumn Double 


OR the time being, speculators on “futures’’ 

are provided with plenty to think about in the 
big Newmarket autumn double, the Cambridge- 
shire and Cesarewitch. The cards on both races 
were called over at the Victoria Club last week, 
and it was obvious that the recent Doncaster 
running was regarded as having a profound bear- 
ing on the Cambridgeshire position. Domaha, 
Michoumy, and Agincourt, all fluent winners dur- 
ing St. Leger week, head the list of quotations for 
the big handicap to be run on October 12. Domaha, 
a 4-year-old by Vatout, trained at Middleham 
in Yorkshire, is nominal favorite at 100 to 7 at 
the time of writing these notes, but I am inclined 
to the view that the market “post of honor’ is 
destined for James V. Rank’s 3-year-old Mich- 
oumy, a French-bred son of Fiterari which Gor- 
don Richards has been engaged to ride. [Mich- 
oumy has now become a clear favorite.—Ed.] I 
hear, indeed, that Michoumy is very likely to make 
a bid for the double, for he is engaged also in the 
Cesarewitch, to be run 14 days after the Cam- 
bridgeshire. The “book” encourages belief in 
the ability of the colt to accomplish both tasks. 
His first outing of the season in this country was 
in the Craven Stakes (one mile) at the Epsom 
Summer meeting, which he won from a useful 
field. Next he contested the Gold Vase (two 
miles) at Ascot and after having none too good 
luck in running was staying on to finish third, 
beaten a length and a half and a neck by Fox- 
glove II (level) and Solonaise (received 10 
pounds) in a field of 21. In the Chepstow Stakes 
(one and one-half miles) in July, Michoumy had 
nothing to do to beat a solitary opponent of no 
account, and he won his next race, the Manton 
Stakes (one and one-half miles) at Salisbury in 
August, with equal ease from Malabar and Bar- 
badeche. At the recent Doncaster meeting he 
took the Scarborough Stakes (one mile), under 
a big weight in quite convincing style, and one 
of his victims, Umgall, paid tribute to the form 
by winning a useful race at Ayr last week. 

This record of Michoumy that I have outlined 
speaks for consistency and versatility as far as 
distance capacity is concerned, while it cannot 
be said that he has in any way been over-raced. 
At 114 pounds he is clearly an eligible Cambridge- 
shire sort. In the Cesarewitch he is set with 113 
pounds, but victory in the earlier race would en- 
tail a 10-pound penalty. 

While on the subject of the big double, I must 
correct a reference in my notes of a few weeks 
back in which I stated that the French filly 
Plaisanterie was the only one ever to register 
the Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire double. The 
American-bred Foxhall, when a 3-year-old in 
1881, accomplished the same great feat, carrying 
110 pounds in the long-distance race and the rec- 
ord weight, for one of his age, of 126 pounds in 
the Cambridgeshire. 

The claims of Lord Rosebery’s strongly built 
3-year-old Agincourt (by Bosworth) in the com- 
ing Cambridgeshire are clear for all to see, and 
I have no doubt that he will retain a prominent 
place in the market. There has been some good 


backing for Sir Abe Bailey’s Derby failure, Gol- 
den Sovereign, and the son of Monarch is en- 
titled to be well fancied on his Newmarket Stakes 
form in the Spring. Other Cambridgeshire en- 
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tries which I could greatly fancy are Lambton’s 
good and consistent handicapper, the 4-year-old 
Carlisle, and E. de St. Alary’s Guineas winner of 
last year, Le Ksar. * 

At the outset of the wagering on the Cesare- 
witch, the Doncaster Cup winner and runner-up, 
Epigram and Slip On, headed the lists of quota- 
tions. I believe, however, that there is some 
doubt about them running. Epigram, which is 
to be kept in training in an attempt to win next 
year’s Ascot Gold Cup, may not be asked such a 
severe question as to win a Cesarewitch, with 132 
pounds in the saddle, and may give way, as in- 
dicated above, to his stable companion Michoumy, 
or to Black Speck. Slip On is in the same in- 
terests as Rao Sahib, and Trainer Walter Earl 
has not yet made up his mind which is the better 
of his charges at the weights. Old rivals in Near 
Relation, Fet, and Punch, of well proven ability 
to set the severe course, are bound to loom large 
in Cesarewitch speculation, but they cannot, in 
the natural order of things, be so sprightly as of 
yore. I confess to having indulged already in 
some “playful doubles,” and I have taken Mich- 
oumy, Agincourt, Carlisle, and Le Ksar as my 
Cambridgeshire hopes, coupled with Michoumy, 
Naval Display, Snipe Wood, and Punch. 


Ayr 


HERE was racing at Warwick, Yarmouth, 

Ayr, Windsor, and Bogside last week, none of 
it of really great account though I enjoyed my 
three days at Ayr, Scotland's chief meeting of the 
year. The moderate character of the St. Leger 
field was emphasized by the result of the Scottish 
Derby (1%, miles) in which Magic Circle, the 
colt which had made most of the running and 
finished fourth in the Doncaster classic, was 
beaten out of a place. The race was won by Sir 
John Jarvis’ nice filly Faerie Queene, a hand- 
some daughter of Solario out of the Oaks win- 
ner Rose of England. Owing to the firm going 
that has prevailed, Faerie Queene had run only 
once previously this season, unplaced to Unbreak- 
able at Ascot. When the footing is easier, as 
it was at Ayr she is no doubt useful, though not 
so good as her pedigree. Boc, a moderate colt 
by Six Wheeler, was second to her in the Scot- 
tish Derby, Greenwich was third, Magic Circle 
fourth, and River Prince behind. 

Sir Percy Loraine, British ambassador to Tur- 
key, who is showing a keen interest in the 
growth of racing in that country, was at Ayr to 
see his Irish-trained 6-year-old Coup de Roi de- 
feat five moderate class opponents for the West 
of Scotland Trial Handicap (214, miles). Coup de 
Roi is in the Cesarewitch, and on the face of 
things he did nothing to enhance his claim for 
the Newmarket affair, though it has to be re- 
corded that he won in the smoothest style. 

Sir Thomas Dixon's 3-year-old colt Umgall (by 
Walter Gay), which had been beaten out of a 
place behind Michoumy at Doncaster, defeated 
11 fair-class rivals for the Ayrshire Handicap 
(1%, miles). He scored in a canter by four 
lengths from the 5-year-old Rashiegrain, with 
Sunbather third. 

The most valuable event in the fixture was the 
Ayr Gold Cup, a handicap over six furlongs worth 
£888 to the winning owner. This sprint always 
attracts a high class field, and last week’s affair 
Was no exception. There were 13 runners, and 
the winner, an easy one, was that sterling good 
83-year-old Old Reliance. The son of Old Rowley 
was carrying no less than 128 pounds, but he

treated his rivals like hacks and won in storming 
fashion by three lengths from the Salford 
Borough Handicap winner, the 6-year-old Sally 
Andrews, which received 18 pounds.

Leicester and Gatwick 


JT ONDON, September 26.-—Some bright and in- 

teresting sport was provided last week. We 
commenced at Leicester, where Sir Abe Bailey's 
3-year-old colt Deep Level (by Dastur) won the 
Oadby Breeders’ Plate (1!2 miles) by a com- 
fortable length from William Woodward's Cam- 
bridgeshire hope, the 4-year-old Sunsalvo (by 
*Jacopo). The Harborough Handicap (i's 
miles), went to the French-bred 5-year-old Ori- 
chalque, a horse which has been a great disxp- 
pointment here and which was thrown in this 
race with only 104 pounds. Well ridden by the 
apprentice R. Lacey (who has been engaged to 
steel Solonaise in the Cesarewitch), Orichaique 
scored in a canter from Mickey Mouse, Gulden 
Martlet, and Spot Barred. 

In a field of seven for the Leicestershire Han- 
dicap (six furlongs), bookmakers offered four 
to one on the field. It was a thrilling affair and 
the judge could not separate the 3-year-old Monty 
(by Noble Star) and the 4-year-old Mixture (by 
Nothing Venture). Over Coat, Firozepore, and 
Sidley Dee were unplaced. 

From Leicester we journeyed south to Gatwick, 
where the race of chief importance was the Red- 
hill Handicap (one mile) in which the fancied 
Cambridgeshire horses, Zaimis and Hazel, were 
engaged. They finished first and third in a field 
of 10, Zaimis, a 4-year-old by Caerleon out of the 
good mare Zinovia, putting up a fair perform- 
ance to beat Aristocracy by two lengths, with 
Hazel a length further behind. Zaimis is the 
property of Z. G. Michalinos, and on the strength 
of this effort he has met with some support for 
the big Newmarket event. Through Aristocracy, 
which was second to Domaha at Doncaster, he 
is nicely weighted in the big race and I think he 
will again beat the grey filly Hazel. There per- 
sists, however, despite all the evidence of the 
form book, a strong tip for Hazel in the Cam- 
bridgeshire. The daughter of Reedsmouth is 
owned by Major R. B. Glover, is trained by J. 
Dines at Epsom, and will be ridden on October 12 
by A. Richardson. The same combination of 
owner, trainer, and jockey was successful 12 
months ago with Artist’s Prince. 


Newburg 


T WAS at Newbury, on the Friday and Satur- 
day, that we saw the best-class sport of the 
week, though we were denied the anticipated tit- 
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bit, the meeting of those high-class 3-year-olds, 
Peter Beatty’s Foxglove II and Sir Hugo Cunliffe- 
Owen's Rockfel in the 1!2-mile September Stakes. 
The going was considered a little too firm for 
Rockfel and it was decided to hold her in reserve 
for the Champion Stakes at the Newmarket 
Houghton meeting, in which race she can oppose 
Pasch. It is intended also to start the Oaks win- 
ner for the Aintree Derby at Liverpool Novem- 
ber 9. 

In the Newbury affair, in place of Rockfel, O. 
Bell’s stable relied upon Lord Londonderry’s 5- 
year-old, the handsome Columcille. Foxglove lI 
was receiving only six pounds from the older 
horse, but he was a heavily backed favorite. The 
task, however, proved beyond him and he was 
eased out of a place, Columcille winning by a 
clever neck from Benedict, a 38-year-old in re- 
ceipt of all the allowance, with Marcel Boussac’s 
3-year-old Taran third. 

The Newbury Autumn Foal Plate (six furlongs) 
attracted some high-class 2-year-olds, the winner 
being Mrs. Chester Beatty’s unnamed filly by 
Great Scot out of Dolabellissima, a youngster 
which created such a good impression when scor- 
ing at Goodwood. 


At the final stage there was a great Saturday 
crowd to see the race for the Newbury Autumn 
Cup, a valuable handicap run over two miles and 
a furlong and generally regarded as the best of 
all the public trials for the Cesarewitch. The six 
candidates for the long-distance handicap at New- 

market were, however, well trounced by a Cam- 
bridgeshire entry, Mrs. C. Y. Bennett’s 5-year-oid 
Pylon II. Runner-up was the plodding Snake 
Lightning, which has not, in my opinion, suffi- 
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cient finishing pace for a Cesarewitch winner. 
Battle Song was third, Ninas fourth, and the 
rather faint-hearted Olympus fifth of 12. Pylon 
II takes up a 10-pound penalty for the Cam- 
bridgeshire raising his weight to 121 pounds. 
The horse is by Pharos out of Pyramid, a Papy- 
rus mare, and was bred in France by Lord Derby. 
He has shown some useful form since coming 
here as a 3-year-old, his best performance prior 
to this being to win the Chesterfield Cup at Good- 
wood last July. He has thus won the two races 
which are regarded as the best public trials for 
Cambridgeshire and Cesarewitch. 

Following the Cup victory of Pylon II, Lord 
Derby’s 4-year-old Fair Copy had an easy task to 
dispose of three rivals for the John Porter (1% 
miles), and before the afternoon ended we had 
opportunity of cheering a royal victory when 
His Majesty’s filly Wavelength (by Fairway out 
of Wireless, by Hurry On) beat a big field for the 
Donnington Castle Maiden Plate. This was only 
the second victory gained by The King this sea- 
son, and I hope that ere long the Royal purple 
will be seen with more frequency on the Turf, and 
carried by better horses than are at present 
sheltered at the Egerton House stable.

ONLY ONE was raced four seasons, including two starts at six in 1937, and stamped 
himself as a horse of both speed and stamina. He won 13 of 56 starts, was 15 times second, 
11 times third, and his earnings amounted to $39,495. He did not start at five. 


As a 4-year-old Only One was the winner of five stakes races. His victories included 
the Dixie Handicap, in which he beat Head Play, etc., and the Baltimore Handicap, in 
which he beat Sation, Good Harvest, etc., running six furlongs in 1:1145. At four he also 
won the American Legion Handicap (with 113 pounds up and beating Vicar 118, Identify 
117, Singing Wood 118), the Delaware Handicap (119 up, and beating Chicstraw 114, Black 
Gift 106, etc.), and the Prince Georges Autumn Handicap (carrying top weight of 123 
pounds and heating Purple Knight 106, Thursday 116, by two and one-half lengths). 


Only One ran four times, won one race at two. As a 3-year-old he was second to Ob- 
servant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to Discovery and 
Chicstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy Go in Capital Handicap. 
At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), Queens County (to King Saxon), 
and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Sing- 
ing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and 
Vicar) Handicaps. In the same season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing 
Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the Carter Handicap. 


Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and also produced the winners Oral (at 
two, three, four), Rissa (at two 1937). Orissa is a sister to the winners Acquire (up to 
six), and Carnival (up to six). The second dam Durbar also produced Grattan (Great 
American, Hudson Stakes, and winner up to eight, 1935), and Zevar (up to six, 1935). 
Pageant also produced the winners Dress Ship (Troy Stakes), Color Sergeant, Sesqui, 
Pennate, Pomp, Blazonry, Parader, and Pompous, and the producer Spectacle.
